The  mostly  female  audience  greeted 
Mondale  and  Ferraro,  his  chosen  vice 
presidential  running  mate  and  a  three- 
term  congresswoman  from  New  York, 
with  a  prolonged  standing  ovation  and  la¬ 
ter  broke  into  rhythmic  clapping  accompa¬ 
nied  by  the  chant,  “Ger-ry,  Ger-ry.”

It  is  also  important  to  secure  all  windows  on  the 
ground  level  so  they  can  only  be  opened  slightly, 
according  to  Kelshaw.

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Religious  leaders  gather  in  Provo; 
protest  "intrusions'  by  government

Several  Utah  religious  leaders  met 
to  draw  public  attention  to  what  they 
see  as  growing  government  intrusion 
in  freedom  of  religion  as  defined  by 
the  first  amendment. 

Approximately  160  people 
attended  a  religious  freedom  rally 
Saturday  at  the  Excelsior  Hotel  in 
Provo. 

According  to  Rev.  Roger  Martin, 
co-chairman  of  the  Utah  Ad  Hoc  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Religious  Freedom,  the 
meeting  was  designed  to  focus  public 
attention  on  recent  court  decisions  in 
the  United  States  involving  religion 
and  the  state.  Organizers  of  the  rally 
said  the  decisions  signal  growing  gov¬ 
ernment  intrusion  into  church  activi¬ 
ties. 

The  controversy  came  to  a  head  in 
May  1982  when  the  Rev.  Sun  Myung 
Moon  was  convicted  for  refusal  to  pay 
$150,000  in  personal  income  taxes. 
Moon  said  the  funds  were  general 
church  funds  for  which  he  was  not 
personally  liable.  However,  the  2nd 
U.S.  Circuit  Court  upheld  Moon’s 
conviction.  He  will  begin  serving  an 
18-month  prison  Sentence  Friday. 

In  another  recent  case,  the  Rev. 
Everett  Sileven  of  Louisville,  Neb., 
was  jailed  by  authorities.  He  refused 
to  obey  a  court  order  to  close  a  Faith 
Christian  School  that  was  operating 
without  state  certified  teachers  re¬ 
quired  by  Nebraska  state  law.  The 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  declined  to 
review  either  case.

And  leading  the 
Utahns  was  young  Scott  Keate. 

Keate  is  only  10  years  old,  but  that 
didn’t  stop  him  from  setting  a  national 
age-group  record  in  the  1,500  meter 
run  with  a  time  of  4:58.69.  Three 
hours  later,  he  picked  up  his  second 
gold  with  a  win  in  the  800  meters.  His 
time  of 2:25.34  was  just  three  seconds 
off  the  national  record. 

Y  coaches  pleased 

BYU  coaches  Clarence  Robison 
and  Sherald  James  were  closely 
watching  Keate.  They  made  sure  to 
meet  the  young  star  before  the  day 
was  out,  and  both  will  be  happy  to 
learn  that  Keate  hopes  to  attend  BYU 
one  day. 

But  Cougar  fans  won’t  have  to  wait 
.  eight  years  before  making  the  ac¬ 
quaintance  of  one  of  the  other  fine 
athletes  to  come  out  of  the  meet. 
Laura  Zaugg  of  Brigham  City  will  en¬ 
ter  BYU  next  year  where  she  could 
compete  in  a  number  of  events. 


Zaugg  won  the  400-meter  hurdles 
in  her  second  attempt  at  the  event. 
Her  time  of  61.97  was  good  enough  to 
run  away  from  the  pack  and  make  the 
Cougar  coaches  happy.  Earlier  in  the 
week  Zaugg  finished  fourth  in  the 
heptathlon  and  fifth  in  the  100-meter 
hurdles. 

Cleaning  house 

Setting  records  was  the  easy  part. 
According  to  Ruth  Van  Karen, 
national  records  chairman,  TAC  had 
to  do  a  complete  housecleaning  of  old 
records  to  get  ready  for  this  meet. 
Many  of  the  old  records  were  unveri¬ 
fied  or  still  in  yards  instead  of  meters 
and  the  times  were  taken  by  hand  and 
not  by  electronic  timers. 

The  BYU  facility  offered  the  use  of 
Accutrack  for  timing  running  events 
and  electronic  readings  for  events  like 
the  long  jump.  Even  then,  Van  Karen 
had  to  make  sure  the  paperwork  was 
filled  out  correctly  and  all  the  times 
and  distances  were  verified. 

“In  a  running  event  you  have  to 
have  three  hand  timers  on  first  place 
for  a  national  record,”  Van  Kuren 
said.  “Accutrack  does  make  it  faster 
for  us.” 

One  unfortunate  shot  putter  went 
home  thinking  he  had  a  national  re¬ 
cord,  but  will  soon  learn  he  missed  it 
because  the  measurements  were  not 
done  correctly.  Van  Kuren  said  the 
judges  failed  to  have  three  witnesses 
measure  the  throw  with  a  steel  tape 
and  verify  it.  Even  though  the  young 
man  broke  the  record  by  more  than  a 
meter,  it  won’t  show  up  in  the  books.

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Plague  bacteria 
can  be  carried 
by  wild  animals 

LOGAN,  Utah  (UPI) 
—  A  recent  death  from 
the  plague  in  Utah  and 
cases  of  the  disease  flar¬ 
ing  up  in  nearby  states 
should  make  people 
more  leery  of  wild  anim¬ 
als,  a  Utah  State  Uni¬ 
versity  expert  says. 

A  Bountiful  man  died 
of  the  plague  June  30, 
the  first  death  in  Utah 
from  the  disease  in  18 
years,  according  to  the 
State  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  victim  was  on 
a  survival  trip  in  south¬ 
ern  Utah  and  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  he  caught  the  bac¬ 
teria  from  a  flea  that 
was  on  a  squirrel  he  had 
caught  and  skinned. 

“The  main  carrier  of 
plague  is  rats,  although 
it  has  been  identified  in 
38  species  of  rodents,  in¬ 
cluding  marmots  or  rock 
chucks,  ground  squir¬ 
rels,  ground  hogs,  chip¬ 
munks  and  mice,”  said 
Clell  Bagley,  Extension 
veterinarian  at  Utah 
State  University. 

He  said  cats,  dogs  or 
other  domestic  animals, 
and  either  domestic  or 
wild  rabbits  are  not 
generally  carriers.  But 
they  could  attract  car¬ 
rier  fleas  that  would 
leave  wild  hosts.  Then 
humans  could  get  the 
fleas  from  their  pets, 
Bagley  said. 

“Actually,  fleas  are 
rare  on  dogs  and  cats  in 
Utah,”  he  said.

For  persons  suffering  from  marital 
or  family  conflict,  therapy  and 
counseling  is  available  through  a 
BYU  program.  The  program  also 
trains  student  therapists. 

The  Department  of  Family  Scien¬ 
ces’  Marriage  and  Family  Therapy 
program  operates  as  a  part  of  the 
Comprehensive  Clinic.  It  is  designed 
for  couples  who  are  having  family, 
marital  or  sexual  problems,  said  Dr. 
D.  Eugene  Mead,  program  coordi¬ 
nator. 

The  Comprehensive  Clinic  in  the 
John  Taylor  Building  deals  with  all 
:  kinds  of  psychologically  related  prob- 
!i  lems. 

“We  try  to  teach  families  how  to  use 
their  energy  to  redirect  their  lives 
and  find  ways  to  solve  problems  with 
each  other,  communicate  better  and 
deal  with  specific  kinds  of  problems,” 
said  Mead. 

The  therapy  is  conducted  by  stu¬ 
dents  who  are  working  for  their  mas¬ 
ter’s  or  doctoral  degrees. 

Thirty-five  student  counselors  are 
active  in  the  program,  with  one  su¬ 
pervisor  for  six  students. 

No  fee  is  charged  to  BYU  students, 
faculty  and  staff,  while  those  not  in¬ 
volved  with  the  university  are 
charged  a  minimal  fee,  Mead  said. 

Many  couples  lack  the  problem¬ 
solving  skills  necessary  for  dealing 
with  conflict  in  a  way  that  satisfies 
both  partners,  he  said. 

Some  people  gain  the  skills  through 
observing  their  parents.  But  “they 
just  do  what  they  saw  their  parents 
Ido  and,  if  their  parents  don’t  do  it 
well,  then  they  don’t  do  it  well,” 

Another  reason  for  the  lack  of  these 
skills  is  that  each  spouse  had  his  own 
parents  as  models. 

“They  have  to  bring  these  very 
different  models  together,”  Mead 
said,  “and  it  takes  some  time  and 
some  work.” 

He  said  overlaps  occur  when  a  cou- 
:  pie  is  unable  to  solve  one  problem  and 
the  tension  spills  into  other  portions 
of  their  lives.  The  way  we  handle  chil¬ 
dren  and  the  way  we  handle  money. 

“If  we’re  not  solving  problems  in 
one  area,  it’s  probable  we’re  going  to 
have  problems  in  other  areas,”  said

According  to  Patti  Hollenbeck,  a 
doctoral  candidate  in  marriage  and 
family  therapy  and  currently  a  stu¬ 
dent  therapist,  the  problems  dealt 
with  in  the  program  are  adolescent 
dysfunction,  child  misbehavior,  di¬ 
vorce,  family  conflict  and  individual 
problems. 

Premarital  counseling,  reconstitut¬ 
ing  broken  families,  and  dealing  with 
marital  conflict,  sexual  dysfunction 
and  substance  abuse  round  out  the 
list. 

“They  make  sure  we  get  different 
types  of  clients  so  we  can. get  the  ex¬ 
perience  we  need,”  Hollenbeck  said. 

She  said  a  lot  of  the  situations  dealt 
with  are  communication  problems 
and  differences  in  perspectives. 

Clients  can  gain  new  skills  in  coping 


with  their  problems,  Hollenbeck  said, 
adding  that  the  therapists  teach  the 
clients  things  to  help  them  to  function 
better.

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Lack  of  progress  may  cause  trouble

Academic  and  financial  trouble  for 
BYU  students  could  be  spelled  W,  or 
I,  or  T,  or  perhaps  NS. 

Students  whose  transcripts  show 
an  unusually  high  number  of  nonprog¬ 
ress  or  failing  grades  will  receive  a 
letter  from  the  Academic  Standards 
office  telling  them  they  are  on  lack  of 
progress  status,  which  may  prevent 
them  from  receiving  guaranteed  stu¬ 
dent  loans  or  grants. 

According  to  Gerald  Dye,  chairman 
of  the  Academic  Standards  office,  an 
unusually  high  number  is  more  than 
25  percent  of  the  last  30  credit  hours. 

Lack  of  progress 

Nonprogress  grades  are  withdraw¬ 
als,  incompletes,  T  grades,  NS  grades 
or  a  definite  lack  of  progress  toward 
completion  of  a  major. 

The  lack  of  progress  program  was 
officially  instituted  in  1981,  after 
several  years  as  a  pilot  program,  in  a 
continuing  effort  to  upgrade  the 
academic  standards  of  the  university. 

“The  concern  of  the  school  is  when 
students  register  for  a  class  and  then 
make  a  habit  of  withdrawing  after  the 
add  deadline,  there  is  an  open  space  in 
that  class  that  cannot  be  filled.  It 
hurts  students  who  were  denied  reg¬ 
istration  to  that  class  because  it  was 
full  and  it  costs  the  school  money,” 
said  Dye. 

According  to  Dye,  a  pattern  becom¬ 
es  apparent  on  the  student’s  trans¬ 
cript.  Usually  the  student  overcom¬ 
mits  himself  at  the  beginning  of  the 
semester  and  because  of  work,  mar¬ 
riage,  or  family  responsiblities,  real¬ 


izes  something  must  change. 

React  defensively 

Students  who  receive  letters  from 
the  Academics  Office  usually  react 
defensively,  but  behind  the  front  of 
defensiveness  is  embarrassment, 
Dye  said. 

“Many  students  don’t  realize  the 
transition  from  high  school  to  college 
is  going  to  require  as  much  discipline, 
commitment  and  willingness  to  work 
as  it  does.  They  have  breezed  through 
high  school  without  being  forced  to 
really  develop  their  academic  skills,” 
said  Dye. 

Once  a  student  is  notified  he  is  on 
academic  warning  he  is  asked  to  make 
an  appointment  with  a  counselor  in 
the  Academic  Standards  office  so  he 
can  be  given  help  either  through  the 
Standards  Office  or  one  of  the  other 
resource  centers  on  campus. 

Reduce  nonprogress  grades 

Following  notification  of  the  lack  of 
progress  status,  the  student  has  until 
the  end  of  the  next  enrollment  period 
to  reduce  the  percentage  of  nonprog¬ 
ress  grades  below  the  25  percent 
level.  If  the  student  fails  to  do  so,  he  is 
placed  on  lack  of  progress  probation 
and  has  one  more  enrollment  period 
to  improve  the  level  of  nonprogress 
grades.  Failure  to  do  so  may  result  in 
academic  suspension. 

“I  don’t  see  BYU  ever  becoming  an 
elitist  school,  but  I  would  like  it  as  a 
university  for  the  average  student 
willing  to  work  his  tail  off,”  said  Dye. 
“Students  who  aren’t  willing  to  make 
the  commitment  toward  academic 
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success  should  perhaps  stand  aside 
and  let  someone  else  in.”

Clas¬ 
sic  movies  such  as  “Santa  Fe  Trail”  and  “Life  With 
Father”  will  be  shown  weekly,  and  a  New  York 
pational  network  of  university-produced  programs 
is  currently  under  contract  revision. 

“We  hope  that  our  new  programs  will  attract 
people  from  the  university,”  said  Lloyd.  “We  would 
like  to  see  great  crowds  of  students  every  afternoon 
in  the  step-down  lounge  watching  shows  like  ‘Dark 
Shadows’  together.” 


“It  Is  Coming 
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and  reports,  copies  better  than  the  origina 
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Elmer  Lower,  ABC’s  former  president,  said 
“BYU  has  one  of  the  top  four  broadcasting  depart¬ 
ments  and  facilities  in  the  nation.  With  a  back¬ 
ground  of  national  acclamations,  and  a  series  of 
growth-promoting  events,  Cougar  Cable  will  be 
undergoing  some  great  renovations.” 

Facilities  of  the  student-run  station  are  being 
altered,  including  relocation  of  the  station’s  offices 
within  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center.  Programs  will 
be  filmed  in  Studio  Two  rather  than  Studio  One, 
and  plans  for  an  Electric  Field  Production  unit  are 
being  negotiated. 

The  availability  of  an  EFP  unit  will  allow  the 
station’s  camera  crew  to  travel  by  mobile  truck  to 
concerts,  speaking  engagements,  and  other  events 
of  interest  to  the  campus  and  community. 

“The  new  EFP  system  should  help  students  get 
more  involved  in  the  campus  activities,”  said 
Lloyd.  “We  are  completely  open  for  student  sug¬ 
gestions  and  would  welcome  any  ideas.” 

Programs  to  be  continued  are:  Newsline,  a  five- 
minute  news  commentary  airing  twice  daily; 
“Lifestyle,”  a  variety  program  focusing  on  every¬ 
thing  from  effective  budgeting  to  current  fashions; 
“Infotext,”  a  rundown  on  community/campus  infor¬ 
mation;  “About  Town,”  an  entertainment  guide  for 
Provo  and  surrounding  areas;  “Premiere,”  a  uni¬ 
versity-oriented  movie  review;  Probe,  a  program 
centered  on  local  investigative  reporting;  BYU 
football  and  basketball  games  of  the  week;  and  cam¬ 
pus  devotionals  and,  forums.
